Details of the Forger's Crime 
Wanted in Iowa—His Excellency 

“Monster Aggrégation”—The 
Insane Commission.

SAN BERNARDINO, May 25.—{Corre- 
spondence of THe Times.] Swift ret- 
ribution, by legal procedure, has 
deen meted out to the forger, A. J. 
Spinner, referred to in my dispatch 
last night. Today at 1 o’clock he was 
arraigned before Justice of the Peace 
Morgan, of this city, and was bound 
* over to the Superior Court, and was 
immediately conducted to Department 
No. 2, then in session, Judge Camp- 
bell presiding, and, pleading guilty to 
forgery, was sentenced to State’s 
Prison at Folsom fot a term of two 
years and three months, and by the 
time this appears in print a deputy 
sheriff will be on the way to the peni- 
. tentiary with the criminal. This con- 
stitutes one of the quickest instances 
of judicial action known to the records 
of the courts in this county. Last 
evening, while in jail here, Spinner 
gave the bank—cashing the draft—an 
order on the Sheriff for thé $339 found 
on him when arrested, and thus that 
institution is recouped. to that er te 
The deficit, it is understood, will be 
made to the bank by Col. Wilson 
who identified Spinner by name as Dr.

The 
area of the whole of Europe, including 
Russia, is but 3,777,000 square miles, 
and that of the United States of North 
America, leaving out Alaska, 3,026,000 
square miles. Leaving out Russia 
(itself 2,092,000 of Ba miles) the area 
of all the rest 2 is but about 
1,750,000 square miles. 

‘Cannot Germany, Italy, Austria and 


Switzerland,crystallize upon their com- 
mon center, having their capital and 
white-house at Berne? In imagina- 
tion let us crudely foreshadow the 
organization of the congress of Europe 
(leaving out Russia). Allowing two 
Senators to be elected from each State, 
we would have about 50 members of 
that house; allowing two members for 
each million inhabitants, we should 
have a house of representatives of 
about 500 members., Inasmuch as at the 
end of every war there has to be called a 
European congress to settle the terms 
of peace, it seems but sensible to have 
congress before the war, and then 
never have the war. Already there 
have been 58 instances of international 
arbitration for the settlement of dis- 
putes, and the establishment of treaties 


the first practical step toward the fe 
eration of mankind. Every one can 
do something to promote the good time 
when wars shall cease and fightings be 
no more.

The Surrender of Port Hudson— 
Samuel Pepys — Dante — Bede —

_ Aft@r several failures to take Port 
N. 
P. Banks began siege operations May 
24, 1863. and on May 27th, the Federal 
gunboats above and below the place, 
and the field batteries on the land, be- 
gan a furious bombardment. This 
was succeeded by a vigorous assault, 
in which a body of colored troops par- 
ticipated,and the Confederates retired 
behind their works. In this attack 
Banks lost 1842 men,and the Con- 
federates 300. The garrison was then 
worn out by watching, and Banks, 
perceiving that Gen. Richard Taylor 
Was raising an army of reef in 
Louisiana, made another attempt to 
storm the fort on June Ist, which at- 
tempt was renewed on the llth and 
14th, but each time without success. 
It was not till the 9th of July, when 
the garrison was reduced by famine, 
Vicksburgh had been taken, that the 
Confederates accepted the inevitable 
and surrendered. | 
SAMUEL PEP TS. 
The publication of the diary of Sam- 
uel Pepys in 1825 has given us an in- 
terest in the man which no consider- 
ation of his place in society, his ser- 
vices to the State, or any other of his 
acts could ever have excited. It is 
little to us that Pepys was.clerk of the 
admiralty for the most part of the 
reign of Charles II., sat in several 
Parliaments, and died in honor and 


wealth at a good old age, May 27, 1703. 


What is now sgh is that he 
ronicle of his daily 
life, written in a strain of frank unre- 
serve that seems like thinking aloud, 
and which preserves to us-a vast num- 
ber of traits of the era of Charles II., 
which could have been obtained in no 
other way. Pepys wrote his diary 
in shorthand, and though it was 
found at his death among his 
papers there is little doubt that he 
never had any idea of its publication. 
The most minute details are given of 
court and social life; the diarist re- 
lates his feelings the first time he 
went to church bes | a peruke; his 
impressions of the plays which he 
witnessed at the theaters; and relates
